SIGNATURE  FROM  AN  OLD  DEED, 
DATED  DECEMBER  19,  1868 


Russell  JONES  park,  the  Ist,  was  bom  in  North  Carolina 
and  moved  with  his  parents  to  Jackson  County,  Georgia,  in 
““  his  early  youth.  They  settled  on  a  farm  in  the  eastern  part  of 
Jackson  County,  about  two  miles  west  of  Nicholson  and  one  mile 
east  of  the  Oconee  river  and  about  one  mile  south  of  the  Jefferson 
and  Danielsville  road,  now  known  as  the  Murray  place.  He  was 
four  years  old  when  his  father  died  and  12  years  old  when  his  mother 
died. 

Soon  after  his  marriage  to  Sarah  Marticia  Stokes,  he  moved  with 
his  family  to  the  western  part  of  Jackson  County  and  located  on  the 
Gainesville  and  Monroe  Road  and  lived  there  continuously  until  the 
time  of  his  death.  In  locating  here  he  purchased  1058  acres  of  land 
for  $1230j0_from  James  C.  Thurmond.  The  location  is  now  about 
half  way  between  Hoschton  and  Braselton.  The  original  deed  is  now 
in  possession  of  the  writer  (Russell  Jones  Park  2nd),  as  well  as  the 
old  family  bible  which  contains  the  family  record. 

He  represented  his  County  in  the  Georgia  Legislature  when  the 
Capitol  was  located  at  Milledgeville.  He  was  also  Judge  of  the  Inferior 
Court,  a  court  which  was  in  existence  about  the  time  of  the  Civil  War. 

CHURCH  AFFILIATION.  He  was  a  consistent  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  and  in  his  boyhood  days  attended  Church  at 
Sandy  Creek,  located  in  the  eastern  part  of  Jackson  County.  After 
moving  to  the  western  part  of  the  county  he  transferred  his  mem¬ 
bership  to  Chestnut  Mountain  which  is  located  in  the  southern  part 
of  Hall  County  near  the  Jackson  County  Line,  on  the  Gainesville  and 
Hoschton  Road.  In  later  years  he  was  instrumental  in  establishing 
the  Presbyterian  church  at  Hoschton  and  was  a  member  there  until 
the  time  of  his  death. 

He  was  also  a  loyal  member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  and  was 
one  of  the  early  members  of  Rockwell  Lodge  while  located  at  Mulberry 
and  which  was  later  transferred  to  Hoschton.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  this  lodge  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Sarah  Marticia  Stokes  was  born  and  reared  at  Danielsville,  Georgia, 
which  is  the  county  seat  of  Madison  County.  Her  father  passed  away 
when  she  was  yet  a  young  girl.  She  was  a  consistent  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  church.  She  united  with  the  church  at  Sandy  Creek  soon 
after  her  marriage  and  was  a  loyal  member  until  the  time  of  her  death, 
having  moved  her  membership  to  Chestnut  Mountain  and  Hoschton 
with  her  husband. 

Her  mother  later  married  one,  Mr.  Hancock.  Two  children  were 
born  to  the  first  union  and  two  to  the  second.  Her  full  sister,  Mary, 
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of  the  first  marriage,  married  James  C.  Thurmond,  a  brother  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Dr.  Angel  A.  DeLaperiere. 

They  moved  to  Texas  before  the  Civil  War  and  we  almost  lost 
sight  of  them.  Occasionally  we  heard  from  them  through  Mr.  Mess 
Thurmond  who  lived  for  many  years  in  the  DeLaperiere  neighborhood. 
The  two  children  born  to  the  second  marriage,  Wesley  and  John 
Richardson  Hancock  moved  to  Mississippi  in  their  early  days  and  both 
of  them  died  while  young. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  writer  that  the  family  bible  mentioned  above, 
remain  in  the  Park  family  and  that  it  be  passed  down  from  generation 
to  generation  as  long  as  any  one  of  the  family  is  in  existence.  In 
tracing  the  pedigree  of  the  Park  family,  I  find  that  in  1430,  two  families 
of  this  name  lived  in  Essex  County,  England.  We  also  find  that  in 
1650  John  and  Elizabeth  Park  came  to  the  United  States  from  England 
and  settled  in  Virginia.  In  1880  when  my  father  was  answering  the 
Census  Enumerator,  he  stated  that  his  ancestors  migrated  from  Vir¬ 
ginia  to  North  Carolina.  Now  it  would  seem  that  our  ancestors  came 
over  from  England  in  the  early  history  of  the  United  States  and  settled 
in  Virginia,  later  migrating  to  North  Carolina  and  from  there  to 
Georgia.
